by a number of missionaries, who were 
to be left at the various stations en- 
route. 


UNEXPLORED SECTION. 


When on the completion of his purely 


missionary' work, he found himself 1*00 
miles Jn the heart of Africa, he deter- 
mined to punfci on through little known 
and entirely unexplored regions wifch the 
ultimate object of reaching the Nile. 


His determination resulted In a number 


of thrilling experiences. Including the 
meeting with one of the .most powerful 
chiefs in Centre! Africa. 


In speaking: of this personage. Dr. 


Kurnm said: 


"Senussi IK today doubtless the most 


powerful Independent 
Central 
African 


chief, nnd is said to be inimical to Ku- 
ropeans. A while ?^ro a French Rovern- 
ment expedition had been cut up by him, 
and two French traders had been killed 
a few months previously. I was received 
with every ^how of perfect friendliness. 
We were in severe Ftraits, for I had lost 
all my oxen and also my best horses.

This titled, 
wealthy, sport-infatuated Britisher was the sensation 
of the Blingum coterie several years before the fire. 
He spent thousands of dollars for polo ponies, a coach 
and four and blooded stock and vehicles galore. 
As 


a polo player and a whip he was at the top. Devoted 
to his friends, he was unsparing with his enemies. 
He conceived a great liking for "White Hat" Mc- 
Carthy and on one occasion at the bar at the Bur- 
lingame Club called the late Colonel Jack Chinn of 
Kentucky a liar for something he had said about 
•McCarthy. Only pronounced interference by in- 
fluential clubmen prevented the 
Englishman and 


Kentucky fighter from clashing. His Lordship came 
to California, he said, to get rid of London newspaper 
notoriety. He finally said San Francisco newspaper 
notoriety was even worse and returned home. When 
he left he gave his friend McCarthy $12,000 worth of 
horses, vehicles and equipment he had bought during 
his stay here. He was extremely charitable to the 
deserving but gave his money quietly. On one oc- 
cas he visited a German beer hall with a friend. 
A 


woman singer on the little stage of the resort im- 
pressed him with her evident refinement. 
He went 


the next night and requested his friend to ask the 
proprietor if they could talk to the singer. He con- 
sented. They saw htr behind the scenes and when 
asked why she was employed in such a place, even 
though it had an air of respectability about it, re- 
plied : 


"If you will wait until 1 o'clock I will not only 


tell you why but show you why I sing here every 
night from 8 to 1 o'clock for a dollar." 


After 1 o'clock she conducted them to a basement 


room on a little street near the United States Branch 
Mint on Fifth street and showed them two little chil- 
dren asleep in bed. The room was neatly furnished 
and an old woman in the next room attended the 
babies if they cried while the mother was away earn- 
ing her dollar. She was a Scotch woman who had 
come out to California with her husband. He lost 
his little pile of money on a farm 
Coming to this 


city the husband has suddenly died and left her and 
the two babies penniless. The nejct day Lord Clifton 
found from the British consular office that the 
woman's story was true and that she was a deserving 
person.

Shall 
all these bricks be classed with the common kind and 
be charged the same rates on interstate shipments? 
That is what is bothering smart fellow-v like Traffic 
Director J. C. Stubbs of the Harriman system 'and a 
lot of other wise fellows. By the way, Mr. Stubbs and 
other prominent railroad traffic 
men, in connection 


with the Interstate Commission, are al-o undecided 
about what should be included under the general term 
sausage when it comes to making rates on interstate' 
shipments.

Peter Dunne Makes Good 


It is not cause for surprise that William F. Herrin, 


chief counsel of the Southern 
Pacific lines on this 


coast, should have been called East to consult with 
Robert S. Lovett, the new head of the 
Harriman 


system, about the pending Government suit to dissolve 
the alleged merger of the Union and Southern Pacific 
roads. The late C. P. Huntingdon looked upon Herrin 
as a man of remarkable merrtal resources and in 1900 
•considered him one of the most promising railroad 
lawyers in the country. 
At that time Mr. Lovett 


was Huntington's leading- lawyer in Texas and he re- 
marked on one occasion that both Lovett and Herrin 
had fine careers before them. 
His 
prediction has 


come true. 
Lovett and Herrin 
have 
known each 


other for a number of years and 
have frequently 


shown their appreciation of each , other. Harriman 
found them with the Southern Pacific when he got 
its control and never thought , of letting 
them go. 


Quite the contrary. He increased their duties, powers 
and salaries and they are today practically the two 


legal mainstays of the big railroad system he created. 
Following in the footsteps o." these two attorneys if 
Peter F. Dunne of this city, Mr. Herrin's chief assis- 
tant on this coast. Dunne has already made-a name 
for himself as an authority o-i the interstate law. It 
is said \\ hen Herrin first sent him East to confer with 
a number of Eastern railroad lawyers about the then 
recent changes in that law tl ey were not inclined at 


* first to take him seriously. 
But he had posted him- 


self so well on the subject that the conference wae 
hardly two days old before the legal lights present 
sat up and took notice of the well-groomed, quiet and 
incisive-talking young lawyir from San Francisco. 
They have all had great respect for him ever since and 
realized that Herrin had made no mistake in sending 
him as his substitute to so in-portant a meeting. 


Additional honors 
are to be given him. He is 


posting himself on the 
Government's anti-merger 


suit. If it comes to a trial, the case will be heard be- 
fore the Federal court at Sal' Lake City and Dunne 
will be one of the leading lawyers for the defense. 
J. C. Stubbs will be the star witness for the defense 
on the question as to whether the present relations of 
the Union and Southern Pacif.c lines mean a restraint 
uf trade in case a trial is held.

hydrophobia should the dog develop rabies at any sub- 
sequent period. He says notl ing is farther from the 
fact and that hundreds of valuable dogs, no doubt, 
have been killed because of this erroneous belief. 


Hearst a Cool Passenger

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Natural History and Prohibition

whisky in question and its effects on jackrabbits.

this particular brand of bug juice?" he plaintively 
Inquires; "and did he ever see one spit in a bull- 
dog's face? 
We arc anxious to know," he con- 


tinues, "how the good man obtained his informa- 
tion, because we desire to train a jackrabbit to 
bid defiance to a bulldog kept by a neighbor who 
is considerably bigger than we are and not at all 
backward about hurting our feelings or even our 
person. That dog is «o mean that he has churlish- 
ly refused to cat sandwiches seasoned with strych- 
nine with which we have tried repeatedly to win 
his friendship, preferring to chew the seat of our 
trousers and the calves of our legs, and has eaten 
up every dog that we have quietly encouraged to 
meet him. We would give fifty dollars to see him 
chewed up by a jackrabbit.

Ihe Cartoonist in Politics. 


For the second time in British elections the car- 


toonist has been a powerful political factor. 
In 


the campaign of 1906 "the Chinese slavery" and 
"dear loaf" cartoons so influenced the public mind 
that the Liberal government 
was returned to 


power with a majority behind it in the House of 
Commons, the like of which no preceding ministry 
had ever enjoyed. 
The 
Conservative-Unionists 


had been caught napping and were taken by sur- 
prise. The influence of the telling cartoon^could 
not be overcome. The cartoon was more eloquent 
than brilliancy of speech. It arrested the eye at a 
glance, conveyed the lesson instantly and carried 
conviction with it. Xo political agency was ever 
irsed in that country which was so effective. 
It 


was an impressive lesion to the Conservative- 
Unionists. 


The recent elections proved that the lesson in 


political methods taught them four years ago had 
been well-learned. The Liberals sought to repeat 
their former success with the bill poster cartoon; 
but the Conservative-Unionists, representing the 
three "ps"'—peers, parsons and publicans—with 
the most money to spend, plastered the billboards 
everywhere throughout the United Kingdom with 
the products of the skilled cartoonist and fairly 
eclipsed their opponents. 


Since the days of Thomas Nast, the cartoon has 


been a powerful political agent in American poli- 
tics. Xast's cartoons of Boss Tweed in "Harper's 
Weekly" brought that dollar marked arch-boodler 
to grief. Since then W. A. Rogers, Homer Daven- 
port, F. Opper, McCutcheon and a host of minor 
cartoonists have been powerful agents in turning 
the tide in every presidential contest in the 
United States. 
It is strange that the British peo- 


ple \vere so slow in appreciating the value of the 
cartoon, particularly «hen it is remembered that 
John Leech made the political cartoon the princi- 
pal feature in London Punch long before Xast ap- 
plied it to the overthrow of Boss Tweed and the 
infamous rinq of boodlcrs he had created and con- 
trolled in the eastern metropolis. Phil May fol- 
lowed in Leech's footsteps and still ''Punch" had 
a monopoly of the business. 
But the campaign 


of 1906 opened a new field for the cartoonist in 
the newspapers of the kingdom and "Punch" lost 
its monopoly, and in thi- campaign the budget 
cartoons have been wonderfully clever and so 
numerous and effective that they have overshad- 
owed in influence ^and results all previous efforts 
in the same direction on either side of the Atlantic. 


France's Great Calamity. 


The whole civilized world cannot fail to com- 


miserate and sympathize with Paris over the dis- 
tressful experiences that beautiful city is passing 
through at the present time as the result of an un- 
precedented flood created by a rainstorm more 
prolonged and violent than any on record. 
The 


major part of the city and large area of suburban 
territory has been inundated by the river Seine 
and its tributaries overflowing 
their banks. In- 


deed, the greater part of France is, according to 
telegraphic accounts, flooded by the overflow of 
the raging torrents draining the watersheds. 


Paris is in the grip of a foe against whose power 


it was never suspected it would have to contend. 
The sub-surface sanitary and transportation im- 
provements made at fabulous cost to increase the 
comforts and improve the health of its inhabi- 
tants have suddenly developed into forces of self- 
destruction and every human agency which has 
been brought into play has been powerless to 
avert disaster. 
The railway subways and the 


magnificent system of sewers have yielded to the 
enormous pressure of the flood waters; street 
pavements have been blown up, buildings under- 
mined so as to cause them to collapse, all railway 
traffic stopped and the most beautiful city in the 
world has been converted into a scene of ruin and 
desolation. 


Paris is honeycombed below the surface by its 


railway subways; its immense sewers which carry 
its water and gas mains, its telegraph and tele- 
phone lines and underground tramways, as well 
as the house drainage, and by the miles of cata- 
combs or ancient quarries in which the bones of 
the dead of centuries untold exhumed from aban- 
doned cemeteries have been stored. 
These cata- 


combs have been numbered hitherto among the 
most interesting and attractive of the show places 
of the French capital. They cover a large area of 
the city on the south side of the Seine. 
Their 


roofs are artificially supported to prevent subsi- 
dence, but, with all other underground workings 
in the great city the flood is causing them to col- 
lapse and the land on which the buildings above 
ground have been built is subsiding and the build- 
ings themselves are crumbling like houses of 
cards. 


The world's sympathy toward France in its 


great affliction is being shown by the promptness 
with which it is coming to its relief. The French 
people have been generous with succor and sym- 
pathy for other nations when overtaken by great 
calamities and they have the strongest possible 
claim now upon all civilized peoples to come to 
their relief.

Champions Condition 
Is Riddle Which Is 


Baffling Fight Fans

T 


HE physical condi- 
tion of James J. 
Jeffries bids fair to 
become as all ab- 
sorbing a subject 
to the 
American 


citizen as the fit- 
ness of a man to 
become the Presi- 
dent of the United 


States, and judging by the houses he 
is drawing throughout 
the country 


with his all-star aggregation of ath- 
letics, the people 
are 
willing 
and 


anxious to pay from $1 to $2 for the 
chance of settling this much disputed 
subject for themselves by seeing him 
work with Sam Berger in the three- 
round boxing exhibition that 
means 


nothing. 
Even though the big match seems 


to be a mangled mass of nothing, from 
which no one 
can even 
determine 


•whether or not the thing will ever 
come off, the fans are always eager to 
(listen to argument as to his condition. 
*he stories that have been coming 
Ing from the East and North, where 
he has been working with the show, 
to the effect that the big fellow has 
lost all of the superfluous flesh that he 
was carrying when he started on his 
tour of the country, seems to please 
the fans, and with the loss of this 


• flesh they seem to become reassured 
that the big man is in a flt condition 
to battle for the world's championship 
and the largest purse ever offered for 
a fight between two human beings. 
In this belief the fan is all to the 


bad. for while it is absolutely neces- 
. 
sary that the champion should lose 
the great bulk of this weight it by no means proves that he is fit to fight 
such a worthy opponent as Jack Johnson. 
Understand us well, now—we 


—•are not saying that Jeffries is not fit and ready for a hard struggle, for we 
have no way of determining this fact any more than the critics of the East 
and not nearly so much, for they have seen the big man in his present con- 
dition and we have not. The idea we are trying to confer is that the simple 
reducing of the flesh will not put the champion in condition to fight, and 
while on this subject it reminds me of the manner in which one of the fore- 
most critics on this coast sized up the condition of old Peter Jackson when 
the big negro was training for his fight with Jim Jeffries. 


CONDITION HARD TO JITDGE. 


The critics, with a few other sporting men, visited the camp of Jackson 


at Alameda, and after watching him go through his daily work in the gym- 
nasium the sporting men turned to the critic and asked what he thought of 
§old fellow. "He may not be as good as he once was in the ring." said 


critic, "but to watch him work in the gymnasium, I must sa ythat he 
s no different to me now than he did ten years ago." 
When Peter had gone one round with Jeffries it was apparent to every- 
that the old fellow was just a shadow of his former self and it was 


afterwards revealed, through a confession made by Jackson, that the old-

S there a recognized school or method of boxing now, »r 
has the game of the glove come to a pass where original- 
ity and individuality means success? The writer Incline* 
to the latter vlevr. 


My reasons (or asking the question Is that an English 


critic claims that Flteslmmons Is an exponent of the Mac* 
school. * Says the writer in question: 
"English boxing 
reached its apotheosis in Jim Mace. 
Mace taught Foley 


of Australia all he knew and found Foley wonderfully apt 


in the assimilation of fistic knowledge. Then Foley in his turn 


became a teacher and from his place in Sydney emanated that wonderful 
band of Australian boxers, FItzsimmons, Jackson, Slavin, Dawson, Grlffo and 
others who overran England and America and bei t every one against whom 
they were pitted with consummate ease. These men were true exponents of 
the real English style of boxing and upholdrs of the American school would. 
In our opinion, be hard put to It to find their «-qual§ at the present day. 
Jackson, could he only revisit these "glimpses of the moon," would we feel 
convinced, be only too delighted to attend to Mr. Johnson's requirements; 
Bob FItzsimmons, In his prime, would have proved rather too hot a handful 
for Messrs. Langford. Ketchel and Papke; the 
unbeaten 
George 
Dawson 
would be quite equal to holding Battling Nelson at bay, whilst what Grlfto 
would have done to all the featherweights, with the possible exception of 
Driscoll; will hardly bear thinking about. 
Truly there were giants in those 
days and they boxed In the true English style — the old English style which 
some would have us believe is antiquated and oui of date. 
There Is food for thought here. A fellow wiih a glib tongue, an actlv*> 


brain and some*knowledge of his subject, could make a plausible argument 
along a half dozen different lines. He could undertake to prove that it Isn't 
so much that the English style is antiquated and out of date as that th* 
English exponents of things pugilistic are slower thinking and slower moving 
than former heroes of the British and Australian prize-ring. He could take 
the stand that the "Mace school" has been absorbed in the American school 
and so revamped and Improved upon that it has been lost sight of almost en- 
tirely or he could cloud the whole discussion by Insisting that every success- 
ful boxer Is his own schoolmaster. 
When he Instanced such capable per- 


formers as Jack Johnson, Stanley Kecthel and Battling Nelson Ms position 
would be a hard one to attack. 
, 
MACE SYSTEM NOT OVERPOWERING. 


To dally with the Mace school of boxing for a while: There Is no denying 


that when Peter Jackson and Bob Fitxslmmons, George Dawson and a few- 
others came to town from Australia they were a revelation to the followers 
of fistic sport. The most perfect exemplification of Mace's ideas of the art 
of self-defense were to be found in Peter Jackson's work, yet we have th« 
record for It that Jim Corbett, a self-taught Arm-rican sapling, stood up to 
Jackson In a battle that almost achieved -a record for longevity a"nd found an 
antidote for everything that good old Peter, with all his basic knowledge of 
the Mace system, attempted. 
This is not a disparagement of Jackson, who, I have always held, was on« 


of the greatest heavyweights the game has known, but Just to suggest that 
the Mace system was not perfect enough to be overpowering.

ish Radicals Would Make 
Trouble Between Nations 


BERLIN, Jan. 29.—It would have 
been much more satisfactory to Ger- 
many if the result of the British elec- 
tions had beeii more decisive. 
The 


fact has not bee-n ignored here that 
:Germany's naval program played a 
prominent part In the election and 
the strength of what Is regarded here 
as the war party in England causes 
uneasiness. 
It is not improbable If the Liberals 
liad gained so decisive a victory as 
'to give them a free hand in dealing 
with governmental problems that the 
Agreement as to the future naval pro- 
gramme which it has been alleged 
and denied was contemplated if not 
reached would have become a reality 
and both countries have been relieved 
of the enormous burden of expendi- 
tures for naval preparation which is 
straining their resources to the limit 
of endurance. 
According to the German view 
of the 
situation, 
however, the 
elections have placed the British 
government In a position which 
makes another 
appeal 
to the 


country almost a certainty within 
a few months with a mwh better 
chance for the success of a gov- 
ernment unfriendly to Germany. 
GERMANY DOES NOT WANT 


TROUBLE. 
Germany is not looking for trouble, 
;but there is a very general feeling 
Ithat a Jingo government in England 
at this time would very possibly bring 
labout a situation which would make 
a. clash between England and Ger- 
'many, resulting In war, likely, If not 
'Inevitable. 
I am informed that there will not 


be- any slackening 
in 
the German 


•xuCval preparations. In fact, the dis- 
position Is to hasten them and to get 
ready in other directions for anythin'g 
which may happen. 
While the government honestly is 


'. desirous of peace, it must be remftm- 
fbered that Germany has in common 
fwith all other countries a stronger 
'Jingo party, which would rather like 
(to see war and which must be reck- 
iioned with. 
• A remarkable 
naval address de- 
iscribed in the official North German 
•Gazette as the crowning effort of the 
evening, was delivered recently bythe 
»court chaplain. Dr. Schmidt, at, the 
.annual festival of the German Stu- 
dents' Union, 
In the coarse of his 
speech Dr. Schmidt said: 
"Unfortunately, large divisions 


of our people do not know what 
' oar army and fleet are and what 
j we gain by tliem. A generation

Their Colonies Are Granted 
• Minimum Import Rates 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The Pres- 


ident today Issued 
a proclamation In 


which It Is stated- that Inasmuch as 
Denmark, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Sweden, Belgium, Egypt, Persia and 
Portugal do not unduly discriminate 
In their tariffs against goods Imported 
from the United States, those coun- 
tries are entitled to the minimum rate 
established by the Payne-Aldrlch law. 


In the case of Denmark the 


rate applies to all her colonies, 
Paraoli Islands, Iceland. 
Green- 


land and the West Indian Islands, 
St. Crolx, St. Thomas and 
St. 


John. 
In the case of the Netherlands, 
the Island of jCuracao and 
of 
Dutch Guinea, but not the Dutch 
East Indian Island. In the case 
of Belgium only the mother coun- 
try and not die Congo Is Included. 
Portugal includes the neighboring 


Islands of Madeira and the Azores 
but not her other colonies. 
In the case of Norway, Sweden, 
Egypt and Persia, there Is no ques- 
tion of colonies involved. 
In all other respects the proclama- 


tion Is Identical to that Issued some 
days ago In the case ot Italy.
